Working conditions for officers 

"Thank you (to The Sun) for making the 
space for the police to print their ad. 

After reading the Sept. 8 issue, I became 
an investigative reporter and started ask- 
ing questions of the officers. Several didn't 
want to talk while in uniform in fear of 
being reprimanded or fired: So I spoke to 
them at length after duty. 

I was informed of the following informa- 
tion: 

* Officers are being taken off the road to 
cover "off-duty" details which should be 
worked as extra income for off-duty offi- 
cers. This leaves the streets without proper 
coverage. 

* Off-duty details аге "$18 an hour, but 
the city gets the money and the officer gets 
a portion, Where is the money going? 

* The motorcycle officer is no longer on 
the school zones in the'a.m. He was reas- 
signed to the afternoon since the off-duty 
details require the manpower. 

(At least we now know why there are no 
burglaries at Winn-Dixie, U-Save, and any 
social function requiring Police officers.) 

* We have been told by Chief Miller (on 
television) that "We have plenty of certified 
officers who are willing to work in Belle 
Glade.” " 

So why do we hire civilians and pay to 
send them to police academy? 

* We have a new detective, a rookie with 
four months experience as a police officer. 

* Pay scale: The more they work, the less 
they are paid. Last month during the mer- 
cury scare, officers averaged $2.33 an hour. 

* I know Mr. Miller will be given an 
opportunity to respond - so please, Mr. 
Miller, don't talk like a politician, just 
answer the questions. Remember, you(have 
Civil Service protection in the event you 
are asked to resign, but your sergeants and

patrolmen can be fired on a whim and they 
have no recourse.”

My understanding of the role and responsi- 
bilities of an investigative reporter is to search 
for the truth while maintaining objectivity. You 
have obviously failed in both of these areas. 

Once again, let's examine the facts: 

Fact 1: The union tried to get the city to 

\ agree to a guaranteed minimum staffing of 
three officers and one sergeant per shift. The 
city would not agree to any "guarantee" but the 
department has never suggested falling below* 
our current minimum staffing level of four 
patrol officers and one sergeant per shift. In 
fact, our normal staffing level is at least four 
patrol officers and one sergeant, one detective, 
one booking officer, and one dispatcher, There 
are unforeseen emergency circumstances that 
can temporarily cause a reduction in staff lev- 
els, however, these circumstances are short in 
duration. When all our vacancies are filled 
there dre five patrol officers and one sergeant 
assigned to each shift. These shifts are also 
«рдү supplemented by specialized 
enforcement units. Public safety has not and 
will not be compromised in order to provide 
contract services. The supervisor (sergeant) on 
duty has the authority to call and re-assign an 
officer assigned to one óf these details or call in 
other personnel if the need arises. 

Fact 2: Our contract services program is 
modeled after other successful programs and it 
is designed to provide the maximum amount of 
service to our citizens, All revenues generated 
by: police contract services are deposited in the 
general revenue account of the City of Belle 
"Glade, ‘These revenues are-used to off-set the 
Cost of liability insurance, workman's compen- 
sation insurance, salaries, equipment use, and 
other costs associated with providing the ser- 
vice. The city offered & proposal to the union,

which was rejected by the union, where the 
officers would receive $18 per hour for off-duty 
employment and the union would be responsi- 
ble for administering the program and all other 
benefits and obligations with regards to such 
off-duty work. 

Fact 3: There are five designated school 
zones in the city that are monitored on a regu- 


lar basis each day by police personnel. The - 


police department is currently awaiting deliv- 
ery of a brand new police equipped motorcycle 
that should arrive sometime this week, Speed- 
ing motorists should beware. 

Fact 4: Within the past year the department 
has received approximately 75 applications for 
employment by certified police officers. We pro- 
cess and have employed 13 of these officers and 
currently we are preparing to process and 
interview 15 more for possible employment. 

Fact 5: One of our priorities is to recruit 
local men and women who are qualified as 
candidates to become police officers. This ini- 
tiative also affords us an opportunity to active- 
ly recruit qualified candidates that may not 
otherwise have the opportunity to pursue a 
career in law enforcement. Currently we have 
two such candidates scheduled to begin the 
police academy in October. One of the candi- 
dates is an African-American and the other 
candidate is of Arab descent. 

Fact 6: As to a new "rookie" detective...once 
again you are mistaken. This particular officer 
is a patrolman assigned to plainclothes duty. 
The initial assignment was to investigate the 
rash of auto burglaries occurring in our com- 
munity. Her investigation has led to the identi- 
fication and arrest of several suspects. The 
investigation is continuing. Let me take this 
opportunity to introduce Officer Amy Allen to 
the citizens of Belle Glade. 
` Officer Allen graduated number one in her 
class at the polcie academy and has a Bachelor 
of Arts Degree in International Affairs from 
Florida State University. We think we are most 
fortunate to have Officer Allen as a member of 
the Belle Glade Police Department. 

Fact 7: As to pay scale: Once again let me 
point out to you that police sergeants, detec- 
tives and officers are now on a salary that is in 
compliance with the Fair Labor Standards Act. 
They are paid overtime calculated on their base 
salary and hours worked, so don't compare 
apples and oranges. During the recent mercury 
emergency your chief of police, inspector and 
police lieutenants also worked many long 

hours. Our compensation for these extra hours 
was zero, however, we understand tbat we are 
on salary and we are not complaining. I would 
certainly bate to think that any officer of the 
Belle Glade Police Department would hope or 
want to profit from the misfortune of others. 

Finally, if you can't stand the truth, don't ask 
me any questions. It is true that I have civic 
service protection and I will take no action to 
jeopardize this privilege. Any bargaining unit 
employee who is terminated will be notified in - 
writing of the city's reasons for the discharge 
and may be heard in response. All employees of 
the Belle Glade Police Department have been 
and will continue to be afforded fundamental 
fairness in all matters relating to employment. 

!. In closing, I want to thank all of the citizens 
of Belle Glade for their continued support'of 
the Belle Glade Police Department.

Other city 
employees have enjoyed 
improving work conditions, 
increased wages and increased 
benefits, while your police offi- 
cers have not had a pay raise 
in over four years and recently 
our benefits were not only not 
improved but. were in fact 
reduced and some were lost all 
together (at-will employees). 

When was the last time a 
sanitation worker rushed into 
а bar fight to stop people from 
hurting each other? When. was 
the'last time, a city hall 
employee recovered your 
stolen property? When was the 
last time you looked out your 
window at+2 a.m. and saw a 
city commissioner patrolling 
your neighborhood in an 
attempt to prevent crime so 
you could sleep safely?

you judge your police officers, 

Let me put up a scenario for 
you to read, then you think 
about it very carefully. 

For the past 10 years you 
have worked for the same 
employer. The money is not 
great, but you like your job 
and there are a few minor ben- 
efits, suclí as off-duty employ- 
ment is avajlable, if you want 
it. If you have to. work over- 
time you are compensated for 
the majority of the overtime at 
a rate of time and one-half 
your normal rate of pay. 

You enjoy your vacation time 
and after a few years you 
begin to earn a few more days 
of vacation time and if all goes 
well, you know that in a few 
more years you will be earning 
even more vacation time, mak- 


“ing it worth your while to stay 


and work. But, as in all-jobs, 
you can see some room for 
improvements in working con- 
ditions, pay, ete. So you begin 
trying to affect some changes. 

You care about your job and 
you know that if a worker is 
fairly satisfied with all aspects 
of his job, he has a tendency to 
be a more productive, loyal 
and dedicated worker. But you 
are constantly met with "if you 
don't like it... leave it" so after 
a few years of getting nowhere, 
you decide that if "David" is to 
have any chanee against 
"Goliath" then he must 
increase his numbers, and you 
seek out and find a representa- 
tive to speak for you and your 
fellow employees. 

But instead of being able to 
talk things over and reach a 
fair and equitable agreement, 
your employer forces you to 
change from a 40 hour work 
week to a 43 hour work week 
and this same employer 
reduces the basic hourly pay 
by almost oné full dollar per 
hour. And those voluntary off- 


‚ duty details are now made 


mandatory and at a reduced 
rate of pay. You are also forced 
to take a reduction in the 
éarned vacation time from an 
average of 12 days a year 
down to only five days.a year. 
You are also forced. to accept a 
loss of some holidays that you 
used to be paid fór but no 
longer are. 

Your rate of pay for any over- 
time worked is reduced from 
time and one-half per hour 
down to merely one-half time, 
commonly known as "Chinese" 
overtime, which means the 
more hours you work, the léss 
you earn per hour. 

Visualize this example: 

Previously, you were earning 
$12 per hour for off-duty 
details and they were volun- 
tary. Now you áre earning 
about $6 per hour and the 
detail is mandatory and if you 
refuse to work it, you are fired 
as an "at-will" employee. 

Previously, you made $10 
per hour for 40 hours and 
about $15 per hour for almost 
all of the overtime you work. 
Now you earn only. $9 per hour 
for.43 hours and about $3 per 
hour for overtime and the 


more hours you-work, the less 
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you make per hour, down to 
about $2.17 per hour. 

Recently there was a public 
safety hazard, the mercury 
spill. During a two-week peri- 
od of this hazard, your police 
officers averaged anywhere 
from 60 hours of overtime to 
about 100 hours of overtime 
and the rate of pay for these . 
hours ranged from about $3.25 
per hour down to about $2.50 
per hour. 

That means that if an officer 
worked 75 hours of overtime 
plus his normal 86 hours (for a 
total of 161 hours), he received 
a grand total of ( 75 hours times 
$3 per hour) $225 for those 75 
hours he was away from his 
family and working to protect 
this community. Under the 
nrevions svstem of nav. this 
officer would have received 
about (75 hours times $15 per 
hour at time and one-half) 
$1,125.

Fact 1: Police officers arenow 
"at-will" employees.

Fact 3: The basic wage per 
hour was decreased by about 
$1 per hour. 

Fact 4: What used to be volun- 
tary off-duty employment is 
now mandatory, even if the 
officer is off duty. 

Fact 5: Overtime rate of pay is 
now a joke at half-time per 
hour, and the more you work, 
the less you make. 

Fact 6: Earned vacation time 
used to average 12 days a year, 
now it is decreased to five days 
a year.
